former editor of the Berlin Morninjr Tost. Prussian junkerdom wants 
to get its hands free to deal ivith revolution in Oraiany.

Junkers believe, however, that revolution will break out among their 
enemies first, causing disorganisation that will enable them to win in 
the world war. Then they look to crush revolt when it raises its 
head in Germany. 


But the workers of England and 'France too well understand the 


issue to give Germany any such chance. The way in which railroad, 
shipyard, and munitions factory workers sunk their objections to a 
further combing out of British industries in order to fill up the army 
the very moment that the- present Cerman drive got under way ought 
to show the Prussian Junker lie faces people, who are not going to 
revolt, for the very good reason they themselves are in control. 


As for Italy, her one attack of weakness is not likely to be re- 


peated. It is true the Junker's hope for revolut ion among his enemies 
was realized in Russia. But America is taking Russia's place, and 
the Allied strength and unity arc greater than before.
